I perceive what you mea 
by two deaths at once; and to ſpeak, 
truth, 'tis a fearfull thing thus to 
have ground to think, of any: for 
lthougb the death of *', ungodly 
and ſinners ss laid to heart but of 
few, yet to. die in ſuch a ſtate, 1s 
more dreadful and fearful than any 
man can imagine. Indeed if a man 
had- no Soul, if bis ſtate was nt 
truely Irvinorral , the matter woul4 
nor be ſo much; but for a man to be 
ſo diſpoſed of by bis Maker, as to be 
appointed a ſeiiſuble being for ever, 
ana for him too to fall into the hauds 
of revenging Fuſtice , that will be 
always, to the utmoſt extremity that. 
his ſin deſerveth, puniſbing of him 
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in the diſmal dungeon of Hell, this 
muſt needs be uniutterably ſad, and 
lamentable. 

Wiſe, There is no man, I think, 
that 1s ſenſhble of the worth of one 
Soul, bur muſt, when he hears of 
the death of unconverted men, he 
ſtricken with ſorrow and pricf : be- 
cauſe, as you ſaid well, that mans 
ſtate is ſuch, that he has a ſenſible 
being for ever. For 'tis ſenſe that 
makes puniſhment heavy. But yer 
ſenſe is not all that the Damned have, 
they have ſenſe and reaſon tO0 {o 
then, as Senſe receiveth puniſhment 
with ſorrow becauſe ir feels, and 
bleeds under the ſame, fo by Rea- 
ſon, and the exerciſe thereof, in the 
midſt of torment, all preſent At- 
fiction is aggravated, and that three 
manner of wayes : 

1, Reaſon will conſider thus with 
himſelf; For what am I thus tor- 
mented ? and will eafily find 'ris for 
nothing but that baſe and filthy 
thing, Sinz and now will Vexation 
be mixed with Puniſhment, and 
that will greatly heighten the Af- 
fiction. 

2. Reaſon will conſider thus with 
bun{c, 
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himſelf. How long muſt this be my 
ſtate? And will foon return to him- 
ſelf this Anſwer : This muſt be my 
ſtare for ever and ever. Now this 
will greatly increaſe the torment. 

'P Reaſon will conſider thus with 
himfelſ; What have I loſt more 
than preſent eale and quiet by my 
ſins that I have commurted ? And 
will quickly return himlclf this an- 
fwer : I have loſt Communion with 
God, Chriſt, Saints and Angels , 
and a ſhare in Heaven aud eternal 
Life : And this alſo muſt needs grea- 
ten the miſery of poor damned 
fouls. And this is the caie of Mr. 
Badman. 

Atren. I feel my heart even [hike 
at the thoughts of Commyg mts (itt 7 4 
ſtate. Htili ! mho knows that is vet 
alive, what the torments of Hell ave ? 
This word Hell cives a very dreadful 
fennd, 

Wiſe. fi, ſoit does in the ears of 
him that l;as a tender Conſcience. 
But if, as you ſay, and that truly, 
the very Name of Hell, is fo dread- 
ful, what is the Place it felf, and 
what are the Puniſhments that are 
there inflicted, and that without the 
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feaſt intermiſſion, upon the Souls of 
damned men, for ever and ever. 

. Atten. Well, but paſſing this ; my 
leiſure mill admit gne to ſtay, and 
therefore pray tell me what it us that 
makes you think, that Mr. Badman 
is gone to Hell. 

Wiſe. Twill tell you. But firſt dv 
vou know which of the Badmans 
I mean ? 

Atten. Why- w.s there more of 
them then one ? 

Wiſe. O, yes, a great many, both 
Brothers and Siſters, and'yer all of 
them the Children of a godly Pa- 
rent, the more a great deal is the 
pity.

Anſw. The Word of God doth 
forbid this wickednefs ; and to make 
ic the more odions in our eyes, it 
joyns it with Theft and Robbery: 
Thou ſhalt not, ſays God, defraud thy Lit 15-1 
neighbour, nor rob him. Thou ſhalt 
not defraud, that is, deceive or be- 
guile. Now thus to break, is to 
defraud, deceive and beguile ; which 
is, as you lee, forbidden by the God 
of Heaven: Thou ſhalt not defraud thy 
neighbour, nor rob him. Itis a kind 
of rhefr and robbery,thus to defraud, 
and beguile. It is a wilely robbing, 
of his ſhop, and ng his POC- nouſvet;0 
ket: a thing odious to Reaſon and this ba. 
Conicience, and contrary to the 
Law of nature. It is a deſigned piece 
of wickednels, and therefore a 
double ſin. A man cannot do this 
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through a violent aſſault of Satan. 
He that will commit this fin, muſt 
have time to deliberate, that by in- 
vention he may make it formidable, 
and that with /zes and high dif- 
ſimulations, He that commirs this 
wickednels, muſt firſt harch it 
upon his bed, beat his head abut it, 
and lay his plot ſtrong : So that to 
the compleating of ſuch a wicked- 
nels, there muſk be adjoyned many 
ſins, and they too, muſt go hand 
in hand untill it be compleated. But 
whar faith the Scripture? * Let ne 
man go beyond, and defrand his Bre- 
ther in any, matter, becanſe the Lord 
is the avenger of all ſuch. But this 
kind of Breaking is a goinp beyond 
my Brother 3 This is a compaſhng 
of him about that I may catch him 
in my net; and as I ſaid, anartto 
rob my Brother, and to pick his 
pocket, and that with his conſent.

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Secondly, After this, let him con- G20 ad 
fder, how, and by what means he 
was brought mto ſuch a condition, 
that he could not pay his juſt debts. 
To wit, whether 1t was by his own 
remiſuels in his Calling, by living 
ro0 high in Dyet or Apparel,by lend- 
ing too laviihingly that which was 
none of his own, to his lols ; or whe- 
ther by the immediate hand aud- 
Jadgment of God. 
If by ſearching, he findes, that 
this is come upon him through re- 
mines 11 his Calling ,Extravagancies 
in bis Family, or the like ; - bim 
labour for a ſence of his fin and wic- 
kedneis, for he has ſinned againſt 
the Lurd : Firſt, in his being ſleth- 
fall in buſineſs, aud in not providing, c... .. 4 
to wit, of his own, by the ſwear of : Tiw. 5. 9; 
his brows, or other honeſt Waysy, 
for thole of his own houle, And le- 
coudly, i1 being laviſhiag ia Dyer 
and Apparel in 'the Family, or in 
lending to others that which was 
none of his own. This cannot be 
dons with good conlcience : it is 
both agamlit realon and nature, and 
therefore muſt be a fin agaiuſt God. 
I tay therefore, if has Sls debtor. 
L 4 hath 
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Eath done, if ever he would live 
quietly in con'cience, and comforta- 
bly in his condition for the furnre, 
ler him humble himſelf before God, 
and repent of this his wickednghs. 
For he that is ſlothfull in his work? uu 
brother to him that is & great waſte, 
To be flothfull and a waſter too, is 
to be as it were adonble ſinner. 

Bur again, as this man ſhonld en- 
quire into theſe things, ſo he ſhonld 
aFo into this. How came I into this 
way of dealing in which I have now 
miicarried ? is it a way that my Pa- 
reats brought me up in, put me Ap- 
prentice to, or that by providence 
I was firſt thruſt imo? or1s it a wa 
into which I have twiſted my ſelf 
as not being contented with my 
frft lot, that by God and my Pa- 
rents I was caſt mto? This ought 
duly ro be conſidered. * And if 
upon ſearch, a man thall find that 
he is out of the place and Calling 
into which he was put by his Pa- 
rents, or the Providence of God, 
and has miſcarried in a new way, 
that through pride and diſlike of 
his firſt ſtate he has choſe rather 
to embrace ; his miſcarriage uy 
th, 
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ſm, the fruit of his Pride, and a token: 
of the Judgmenm of God upon him 
for his leaving of his firſt ſtate. And 
for this he ought, as for the former, 
to be humble and peuitent before the 
Lord.

And let that be either to forgive 
him 3. er to take that which hebah 
forcdatisfaction; or to lay his body 
under affliction, this way or that, 
according to Law ; can he, I fay, 
thus leave the whole dilpole to God, 
ler the iſſue be what ir will, that 
man ſhall have peace in his mind 
afrerward. And the comforts of 
that ſtate, ( which will be comforts 
that attend Equity, Juſtice, and 
Duty, ) will be more unto him, be- 
cauſe more according to Godlinels, 
tan can be. the comforts that are 
the fruits of Injuitice, Fraudulency, 
and Deccit.. Beſides, this is the

But he that doth otherwiſe, abides 
tm his ſin, refuſes to be dilpoſed of 
by the Providence of God, chuleth 
an high Eitate, though not attained 
m Gods way ; when Gods Will is, 
that he ſhonld deicend into a low 
one: yea, he deliperately faith m 
his heart and} actions, [ will be 
mine own chooſer, and that .m 
mine own way, whatever. happens 
or follows thereupon. 

Atten. Tewu have ſaid well, in my 
mind.. But ſuppoſe now, that Mr. 
Badman was here, could he not ob- 
Jels as to what yeu have ſaid, ſaying, 
Goe 
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Go and teach your Brethren, that ave 
Profiſſors, this leſſon, for they, as I 
am, are gulry of Breakzng , yea I am 
ajt. to think, of that which you call 
my Knaviſh way of breaking ;, to wit, 
of breaking before they have need to 
break, But of not ſo, yet they are 
guilty of neglett wm their Calling, of 
livins higher, both in Fare and 
Apparrel, than their Trade oy In 
come will maintain. Beſides, that 
they do break, 4ll the world very well 
lnowes, ard that they have the 
art to plead for a compoſition, is very 
well knonn to men; ard that it ut 
wſital with them, to bude their Lin- 
wen, their Plate, their Feels, and 
( tis tobe thought, ſometimes Money 
and Goods beſides, ) is as common 44 
four eggs a penny. And thus they be- 
gale men, debauch their con/cicuries, 
{in againſt their Profeſſion, and make, 
tis to be feared, their luſt s tm allthig, 
and the fulfilling of them, their end, 
I ſay, if Mr. Badman was bere to «> 
felt thus unto you, what would be your 
reply ? 

Wiſe. What! Why I would fay, 
I hope no Good. man,no manof good 
Con!icicuce, uo man that either fear- 
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f-areth God, regardeth the credit 
of Religion, the peace of Gods 
people, or the falvation of his own 
ſout, will do thus. 

Profeflors, fuch perhaps there 
may be, and who, upon earth can 
help it? Jades there be of all co- 
lours. * If men wiil profeſs, and 
make their profeſhon a ſtalkmg- 
Horle to beguile their netghbours 
of their eſtates, as Mr. Badman him- 
ſelf did, when he __— her that 
now is with forrow his wife, who 
can help ir? The Charches- of old 
were peſtered with ſuch, and there- 
fore no marvel if theſe perilous difh- 
cult tines be fo. But mark how 
the Apoſtle words it: May you do 
wrong and defraud, and that your 
Brethren : K now you not, that the un- 
righteous ſhall not inherit the Kingdom 
of God? Re not decarved, nether 
Forme«tor, nor Idolaters, nor Adul- 
terers, ror Effemiuate, nor abuſers 
of themſelves with Mankind, nor 
Thieves , nor Covetons, nor Drun- 
tards, nor Revilers, nor Extortioners, 
ſuall inherit the Kingdom of God. 

None of thele ſhall be faved in 
this ſtate, nor ſhall profeT.on deli- 
ver 
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ver them from the cenſure of ths 


Godly, when they ſhall be manifeſt 


ſuch to be. Bur their profeſſion we 
cannot help: How can we help 
ir, if men ſhould aſcribe tro them- 
telves the title of Holy ones, Godly 
ones, Z calcus ones, Self-denying ones, 
or any other [uch glorious title ? and 


% hile they thus call them{clves, - | 


ſhould be the veryeſt Rogues for 
evil, ſin, and viilany imaginable, 


who could help it ? True, rhey are | 


a {candal to Religion, a grief to the 
honeſt hearted, an offence to the 
world, and a ſtumbling ſtone to the 
weak, and the'e oft-nces have come, 
do come, and will come, do what 
all the world can ; bur wo be to them 
through whom they come ; let tuch 
profeilors therefore be diiowned by 
all true Chriſtians, and let them be 


reckoned among thoſe baſe men of 


the world which by ſuch aCtions 
they moſt reſemble: They are Mr. 
Baamans Kindred.

pocket men, they are a (hame to 

Religion, and religious men ſhould 

be athamed of them. God rn 
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fach an one among the Fools of the

Yadman, and lic n- 
der the ſame reproach as he ? 

Wiſe. * No : If he hath dutifully 
done what he could to avoid it. /t 
is poſſible for a Ship to ſink_at ſer not- 
withſtanding the moſt faithfull endea- 
vonr of the moſt thilful Pilot under 
Heaven, And thus, as I ſuppoſe, 
it was with the Prophet that left his 
wife in debt to the hazarding the 
ſlavery of her children by the Credi- 
tors. He was no profuſe man, nor 
ons that was given to defraxd,for the 
Text fays he feared God; yet, as 
Iiaid, he was run out more than 
ſhe could pay.

But 
tine, then rhe a of this, ſhould 
bid men have a care that they be 
honeſt, leſt this comes upon them 
for their fin : It ſhould allo bid them 
beware cf launching further into the 
world, than in an honeſt way by or- 
dinary means they can Godlily 
make their retreat ; for the further 
in, the greater fall. Ir ſhould alfo 
teach them, to begg of God his leb 
ſing upon their endeavours, their 
honeſt and lawfull endeavours. And 
tt ſhould put them upon a diligent 
looking to their ſteps, that if 3n their 
going they ſhonld hear .the Ice 
crack, they may timely goe back 
agum, 

Theſe things conſidered, and due- 
ly put in practice, if God will blow 
upon a man, then let him be con-

Artten. No. But it pleaſes me te 
hear a great deal in few words. 

Wiſe. 1 profeſs not my ſelf an 
artiſt that way, bur yet as briefly as 
I can, I will pals through what of 
his Life is behind ; and again I ſhall 
begin with his fraudulent Galing (a 
before I have ſhewed with his Cre 
ditors, ſo now ) with his Cuſtomers, 
and thoſe that he had otherwileto 
deal withall. 

He dealt by deceirſull Weights 
and Meatures. 'He kept weiglitsto 
buy by, and weights to fell by; 
mea'vres to buy by, and mea{ures 
to lell by : thole he bought by were 
roo big, tho'e he fold - were t00 
little, 

Beſides,he could ule a thing called 
ſlight of hand, if he had to 0 wiih 
other mens weights and meaſures, 
and by that means make them 
whether he did buy or fell, yea 
thovgh his Cuitomer or Chapman 
looked on, turn to his own advatr

Norcover, he had the art to mi'- 
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whether by weight, or meaſure, or 
money, and would often do it to 
his worldly advantage , and their 
loſs : What fay you to Mr. Badmar 
now ? 

And if a queſtion was made of his 
faithfull dealing, he had his ſervants 
ready, that tro his purpoſe he had 
brought up, that would avouch and 
{wear to his Book, or word : this 
was Mr. Badans prattice ; What 
think, you of Ar. Badman now ? 

Atten, Think! Why I can think, 
no other but that he was a man left to 
himſelf, a naughty man ; for hf as 
his other, were naughty things ;, if 
the tree, as indeed 1s may, ought to 
be jndged, what it is by its fruits; 
then Mr. Badman muſt needs be 4 
bad Tree. But pray, for my further 
ſatisfattion, ſhew me now by the Word 
of God, the evil of this his praftice : 
and firſt of his uſing falſe Weights and 
Meaſures. 

Wiſe. The evil of that ! why the 
evil of that appears to every eye : 
the Heathens, that live like Beaſts” 
aud Bruits in many things, do a- 
dominate and abhorr ſuch wicked- 
nels as this, Let a man but look »pon 
the'e 
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theſe things as he goes by, and he | 


ſhall ſee enough in them from the 
light of nature to make him loath fo 
baſe a praftice ; although Mr. Bad- | 
man loved it. 
Atten. But ſhew me ſomething ot 
of the Word againſt it, will you ? 
Wiſe. [ will willingly do it. And 
firſt we will look into the Old Teſta- 
Levit. 19. ment: Tor ſhall, faith God there, 
35, 3% do no wnrighteouſneſs in Fudgment, in 
mete-yard, in weights or in meaſures, 
s juſt Ballance, a juſt Weight, a juſt 
Ephah, and a juſt Hin ſhall you have. 
#4 This is the Law of God, and that 
' meaſures. Which all men according to the Law 
of the land ought to obey. So a 
Ezek.45.10.

Thou ſhalt nor have in thy bag di- 
vers weights, a great and a ſmall ; 
that is one to buy by, and another 


to ſell by, as Mr. Badmaz had. Thos Devt. 25.12, 
ſhalt not have' in thy houſe divers 5» 16. > 


meaſures, a great and a ſmalh, ( and 
thele had Mr. Badman alſo) but thou 
ſhalt have a perfett and a juſt weight ; 
a perfett and a juſt meaſure ſhalt thou 
have, that thy days may be lensthen- 
ed inthe land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. For all that do 
ſuch things , (that is, that uſe falſe 
Weights and Meaſures) and all 
that do unrighteouſly are abomination 
to the Lord. See now both how 
plentiful, and how punctual the 
Scripture is in this matter. But per- 
haps it may be objected, that all this 
is old Law, and therefore hath no- 
thing to do with us under the New 
Teſtament, ( Not that I think 
K 2 you, 
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you, neighbour, will object thus :) 
Well, to this fooliſh objeCtion,let us 
make an Anſwer. Firſt, he that 
makes this objection, if he doth it 
to overthrow the authority of thoſe 
Texts, diſcovereth that himſelf is 
fhrſt coulen to Mr. Badman : For 
a Juſt man is willing to ſpeak re- 
verently of thoſe commands. That 
man therefore hath, I doubt, but 
little conſcience, if any at all that 
is good, that thus objeCterh againſt 
the Tenr: but let us look into the 
New Teſtament, and there we ſhall 
ſee how Chriſt confirmeth the ſame: 
Where he commandeth that men 
make to others good meaſure, in- 
cluding alſo that they make good 
weight ; telling ſuch that doe thus,or 
thole that do it not, that they may be 
encouraged to doit; Good Arm; "9 
preſſed down , ſhaken together , and 
running over, ſhall men give into your 
boſom ; for with the ſame meaſure that 
ye mete withall, it ſhall be meaſured 
to you agam - To wit, both from 
God and man. For as God will 
ſhew his indignation againſt the falle 
man, by taking away even that 
he hath, ſo he will deliver up the

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falſe man to the Oppreſlor, andthe 


Extortioner ſhall catch from him, as 

well as he hath catched from his 
neighbour ; therefore another Scrip- 

tare faith, When thou. (halt ceaſe to 

deal treacheronſly, they [ball deal trea- 
cherouſly with thee, That the New 
Teſtament allo, hath an inſpection 

mo mens Trading, yea even with 

their weights and meaſures,” ts evi- 

dent from thele general exhortations. | 
Defraud not ;, lye net one to another ;, F*" 5 P* 
let no man goe beyond his brother in our yurpoſe, 
any matter, for God is the avenger 

of all ſuch : whatſoever you do, do it 
beartily, as unto the Lord, doing all 

m bis name, to his lory ; and the hike. 

All theſe injunftions and command- 

ments do reſpect our life and con- 
verſation among men , with refe- 

rence to our dealing, _— and fv 
conſequently they forbid falſe, de- 
ceitful, yea all dogs that are cor- 

rupt. 

Having thus in a word or two Where falſe" 
ſhewed you, that theſe things are its and: 
bad ; I will next, for the conviction are t2 be 
of thoje that uſe them, ſhew you, 
where God faich they are to - be 
found, 

K 3 I. They, 
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1. They are not to be found 
in the houſe of the good and godly 
man, for he, as his God, abhorr 
them ; but they are to be found in 
the houle of evil doers, ſuch as Mr. 
Badmans is. Are there, faith the 
Prophet, yet the treaſures of wicked- 
neſs in the houſe of the wicked, and 
the ſcant meaſhre that 1s abomination ? 
Are they there yet, notwithſtand- 
ing Gods forbidding, notwithſtand- 
ing Gods tokens of anger againſt 
thoſe that do ſuch things? O how 
leth is a wicked man to let goea 
{weer, a gainful ſin, when he hath 
hold of it?! They hold faſt deceit, 
they refuie to let it poe. 

2. Theſe deceitful Weights and 
Meaſures are not to be | ca in 
the honſe of the Mercifull, but in 
the houſe of the Cruel; in the houte 
of them that love ro oppreſs. The 
Ballances of deceit are in his hand, 
he loveth to eppreſs. He 15 green to 
oppreſſion and cruclty, therefore 
he uſeth ſuch wicked things in his 
calling. Yea heisa very cheat, and 
as was hinted before, concerning 
Mr. Badmans breaking, {o I fay now, 
concerning his uſing thele deceitful 
weights 
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weights and meaſures, it 15 a5 bad, 
as baſe, as to ra%:e a purle, or -pick 
a pocket; for it is a plain robbery, 
it rakes away from a man that 
which is kis own, even the price of 
his money. 


3. The deceirful Weights and jy W 
Meaſures are not to be found in wwld frat 
the houle of ſuch as relieve the belly, > up me 


and that cover the loyns of the poor, 
but of ſuch as indeed would ſwallow 


them up. Hear ye this, ge that Amos 5. 4, 


ſwallow up the needy, and that makg 
the poor of the land to fail, ſaying, 
When will the new Mſgon be gone that 
we may ſell corn,and the Sabbath that 
we may ſc forth |Vheat, making the 
Ephah ſmall and the Sheckle great, 
making the Meaſure ſmall, aud 
the Price great ) and falſiſying the 
Ballances by deceit, that ye may buy 
the poor for ſilver, and the needy for 
a pair of ſhooes, and ſell the refuſe 
of he Wheat. The Lord hath ſworn 
by the excllencie of Jacob, ſurely T 
will not forget any of their works. 
So deteſtable and vile a thing is - this 

tn the ſight of God. * 
4. God abominates ——_ 
of calling of tho'e rhat ule talle 
K. 4 v, eights 
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weights and meaſures, by any o- 
ther term than, that they be Im- 
pure ones, or the ike : Shall I count 
. them pure ( (aith Ne ) with the bag 
of deceitful weights ? no by no means, 
they are impure ones, their hands 
are defiled, deceitful gain is in their 
houſes, they have gotten what they 
have by covering an evit Cove- 
rouſneſs, and therefore muſt and 
ſhall be counted among the im- 
pure, among the. wicked of the 
world. 

Thus you ſee how full and plain 
the Word of God is, againſt this 
ſin, and them that uſe ir. And there- 
fore Mr. Badman, for that he uſed 
by thele _ thus to rook and 
cheat his neighbours, is riphtly re- 
jected from Eving his Name in, 
and among. the catalogue of the 
godly. 

Artten. But I am perſwaded, that 
the ang of theſe things, and the do- 
ing by them thus deceitfully, is rot 
counted ſo preat ar evil by ſom X 

Wiſe. Whether ic be counted 
an evil or a vertue, by men, it mat- 
tereth not; you fee by the Scrip- 
tures, the Judgment of God upon 

It. 
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it, It was not counted an evitby 
Mr. Badman, nor is it by any that 
ſtill are treading in his ſteps. Bart, 
I fay, 'tis no matter how men 
eſteem of things, let us adhere to- 
the Judgment of God.. And the 
rather, becauſe when we our ſelves 
have done weighing — 
to others, then God will weigh aud. 
meaſure both us and our actions. 
And when he dothſo, as he will do- 
ſhortly, then wo be to him to 
whom, and of whoſe aftions it 


ſhall be thus ſaid by him : Tekel, Dan. 5. 27. 


Thou. art weighed in the Ballances,, 
and art found wanting, God will 
then recompenſe their evil of de- 
ceiving upon their own head, when 
he ſhall ut them out of his pre- 
ſence , favour, aud. kingdorn, for.

Atten. But 'tis a wonder, that. 
fince Mr. Badmans common prattice 
was to do thus, that ſome one or more 
did not find him out, and blame him 
for this his wickedneſs. 

Wiſe. For the generality of peo- 
ple, he went away clever with his. 
Knavery. For what with. his Bal- 
lance, his falſe Ballance, and good 

R.5 weight,, 
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—_— and what with his ſlight of 
hand to boor, he bepuiled, tome- 
times a lictle, and ſomerimes more; 
moſt that he had ro deal with: Be- 
ſides, thoſe that uſe this naughty 
trade, are either ſuch as blind men 
with- a ſhew of Religion, or by he 
Ctoring the buyer” out by words. I

Thus 
t.2)- they become whited Walls ; for by 
drak of this white, the white of Religion, 
Relizion 10 the dirt of their aCtions is hid. Fhns 
heats Ka Ufo they become graves that appear 
'Y- ot, and they that goe over them, 
( that have to do with them-) are 
not aware of them, but {uffer them- 
felves to be deluded by them: Yea, 
if- there ſhall, as there will ſome 
times, riſe a doubt in the heart of 
the buyer about the weight and 
meaſure he ſhould have, why, he 
ſuffereth his very ſences to be alſo 
deluded, by recalling of his os 
mans Religion-to mind, aud thinks 
verily that- not his good chapman 
but himſelf is out ; for he dreams 
not that his _—_— can deceive. 
But if the buyer ſhall tind-it out, and 
ſhall make # apparent, that he is 
beguiled ; then ſhall he be healed 
by _ amends made, and per-

1, The firſt is, Becauſe ſuch per- 
ſons are led by their own hearts, 1a- 
ther than by the Word of God.

For 
out of the heart comes pride ; it is 
therefore becauſe they are led by 
their hearts, which naturally rends 
to lift them up in pride.

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Peacocks feathers, and then - they 
" are {ſwallowed up with the vanity of 
them. 

2, Another reaſon why profeſſors 
are /o proud, (for thoſe we are talk- 
ing of now) is becauſe they are more 
apt to take example by thoſe that 
are of the World, than they are to 
take example of thoſe that are Saints 
mdeed.

all that is of the world, the luſt s of the

t of the world. Of the world there- 
fore Profeſlors learn to be proud. 
But they ſhould not take them for 
example. It will be objected, No, 
nor your ſaints neither,for you are as 
proud as others : Well, let them take 
ſhame that are guilty. But when 1 
lay, profeflors ſhould take example 
for their life by thoſe that are ſaints 
mdeed, I mean as Peter lays: They 
ſhould rake example of thoſe that 
were in old time, the faints; for 
ſaints of old time were the bit,

not to lifr us up with pride; nor 
with pride of Heart, nor pride of 
Life: But when a man begins to 
forget what he is, then he, if ever, 
begins to be proud.

Come in ro 
Gods Ordinances, the proud man 
may ; but come into his preſence, 
have communion with him, or ble{- 
ſing from him, he ſhall not.

4. Fhe Word faith,that The Lord 
will deftroy the Houſe of the proud. 
He will deſtroy his Houle; it may 
be underſtood, he will deſtroy him 
and his. So he deſtroyed proud Pha- 
raoh, {o he deſtroyed proud Corah, 
and many others. 

$. Pride, where it comes, and is 
entertained; is a certain forerunier 
of ſome Judgment that is not far 
behind.

Now in his ſickneſs his 
Conicience began to be awakened, 
and* he began ro roar out of his ill- 
ſpent Life, iniowuch that the Town 
h-carſ ro ring of him.

And here I would put in a Cau- 
tion; Every one that dieth under 
conſternation of ſpirit ; that is, un- 
der amazement and preat fear, do 
not therefoxe die in Def air : For 
his for his 


Heaven and Glory. For, as I faid 
before, He that is a good man, a 
mat) chat huh Faich aud Holineſs, 
a lover and 'WVorſhipper of God by 
Chriſt, according to his Word, may 


die in conſternation of ſpirit: for 


Satan will not be wanting to aſlaulr 
ood men rpon thetr death-bed, 
- they are tecured by the Word 
and Power of Gad; yea, and are

You 
know we were ſpeaking before of 
the manner of Mr. Badmans death: 
How that he dyed very ſtilly and 
quietly ; upon which you made ob- 
ſervation, that the common people 
conclude, that if a man dyes quietly, 
and as they call it, like a Lamb, he 1s 
certainly pone to Heaven : when 
alas, if a wicked man dyes quietly, 
if a man that has all his dayes lived 
111 notorious fin, dyeth quietly ; his 
quiet dying is fo far off from being a 
ſign of his being faved, rhat it 1s 
an uncontrollable proof of his dam- 
nation. TIhis was Mr. Badmans 
caſe, he lived wickedly even'to the 
laſt, and then weut quietly out of the 
world:

IWiſe. My firſt argument is drawn 
from the Neceſſity of repentaice: No 
man can be faved except he repents, 
nor can he repent that lees not, that 
knows not that he is a ſinner, and he 
that knows himſelf to be a ſinner, 
will, I will warrant him, be moleſt- 
ed for the time by that knowledge. 
This,as it is teſtified by all the Scrip- 
tures, ſoit is teſtined by Chriſtian 
experience. He that knows him- 
ſelf ro be a ſinner, is moleſted, eſpe- 
cially if that knowledge comes not 
to him untill he is caſt upon his 
death-bed ; moleſted, I ſay, before 
he can dye quietly. Yea, he is mo-

Thirdly, My third argument is 3 Proof.

and I ſhould heal them. 

There are three things that I will 
take notice of from theſe words. 

1. The firſt is, That there can be 
no converſion to God where the eye 
is darkned, and the heart hardened. 
The eye muſt firſt be made to lee, 
and the heart ro break and relent 
under and for fn, or elſe there can 


be n» converſion. He hath blinded 


their eyes, and hardaed their hearts,

And this was 
clearly Mr. Badmans cale, he lived

Bnadman did : Dn a ſign of Gods a 
anger ; he had a mind to Camn him 
for his ſins, and therefore would 
not ler him fee nor have an heart to 
repent for them, leſt he ſhould com- 


| vert, and his damnation, which God 
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| had appointed, ſhould be fruſtrate : 


leſt they ſhould be converted, and 1 
ſhould heal them. 

3. Thethird thing that I take no- 
tice of from hence, 1s, Thar a ſinfull 
life and a quiet death annexed to tt, 


| ts the ready, the open, the- beaten, 


the common high-way to Hell : there 
is no ſfurer ſign of Damnation, than 
for a man todye quietly after a fin- 
full life. 1do not fay that all wicked 


; men, thatare moleſted at their death 
' with a fence of fin and fears of Hell, 


do therefore goe to Heaven, ( for 
ſomeare alio made to fee, and are 
lefr ro deſpair (not converted by lee- 
ing ) that they might go roaring out 
of this world to their place :Y Bacl 
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fay, there is no ſurer ſign of a mans 
Damnation, than to dye quietly 
after a ſinful life; than to fin, and 
dye with his eyes ſhut; than to fin, 
and dye with an heart that cannot 
| ——_ repent. He hath blinded their eyes 
wy” and hardened their heart , that they 
ſhould not ſee with theivy eyes, nor 
Ats 29, 26, underſtand with their heart ;, ( no, 
FO not ſo long as they are in this world ) 
leſt they ſhould ſee with their eyes, 
and underſtand with their heart, and 
ſhould be converted, and I ſhould heal 

them. 
God has a Judgment for wicked 
men ; God wull be even with wic- 
IPet. 2 Kked meu: God knows how to re- 
ferve the ungodly to the day of 
Judgment to be puniſhed : And this 
is one of his wayes by which he 
dothit. Thusit was with Mr. Bad- 
man. 
4. Fourthly, It is ſaid in the Book 
of Pſalms, concerning the wicked, 
PAal. 73-445; There ts no bands 1n their death, but 
" their ſtrength is firm. By no bands, 
he means no troubles, no gractons 
chaſtiſements, ne ſuch corrections 
for ſin as fall to be the Lot of Gods 


people for theirsz yea, that many 
Umcs 


s Proof. 
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times falls to be theirs, at the time” 
of their death. Therefore he adds 
concerning the wicked, They are not 
troubled ( then ) like other men, net- 
ther are they plagued like other men ; 
but go as ſecurely out of the world, 
as if they had never ſinned again(t 
God, and put their own ſouls into 
danger ot damnation. There is no 
bund in their death, They (eem to 
go unbound, and ſet at liberty, our 
of this world, though they have lived 
notoriouſly wicked all their dayes 
ju it, The Priſoner that ts to he 
at the Gallows for his wickednels, 
muſt firſt have his Irons knock't off 
his legs; lo he ſeems to goe moſt at 
liberty, when indeed'he 1s going ra 
be executed for his tran{grefſions. 
Wicked men alſo have »o bands in 
their death, they ſeem to be more 
at liberty when they are even ar the 
Wind-up of their finfull life, than at 
any time beſides. 

Hence'you ſhall have them boaſt 
of their Faith and Hope in Gods 
Mercy, when they lye upon their 
death-bed ; yea, you ſhall have 
them ſpeak as con ly of their 
falvation, as if they had ſerved God 
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all their dayes : when the truth is,the 
bottom of this their boaſting is, be- 
eauſe they have no bands in their 
death. 

Their fin and baſe life comes not 
mto their mind to correct them, and 
bring them ts repentance ; but pre- 
lnmpruous thoughts, and an hope and 
faith of the Spiders ( the Devils ) 
making, poſſ<!Ieth their toul, to theix 
own eternal undoing. 

Hence wicked mens hope, is ſaid 
to dye, not before, but with them 
they give up the Ghoſt together, 
And thus did Mr. Badmen. His (ing 
and his hope went with him to the 
Gate, but there his hope left him, 
becauſe it dyed there; but his ſins 
went in with him, to be a worm to 
gnaw him in his conſcience for ever 
and ever. 

The opinton therefore of the com- 
mon people concerning this kind of

r. Badman died like akLamb, or as 
they call it, like a Chriſom child, qui- 
etly and without fear. ipeak nor this 
with reference to the {trugling of na- 
ture with death, but as tv the ſtrug- 
king of the couicicnce wub the Judg- 
met. 
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ment of God. I know that Nature 
wiltftruggte with death. I have ſeen 
a Dog and Sheep dye hardly; And 
thus may a wicked man doe, be- 
cau'e there is an antipathy betwint 
nature and death. But even while, 
even then, when Death and Nature 
are ſtrugling for maſtery, the ſout, 
the conicience, may be as beſocred, 
as benummed, as ſenceleſs and igno- 
rant 'of its miſerable ſtate, as the 
block or bed on which the lick Iyts ; 
And thus they may dye like a Chri- 
fom edild in ſhew, but indeed like 
one who by the Judgment of God is 
bound over to eternal- darmnation; 


and that allo by the ſame Judgments 
s kepe from ſeeing whar they 
are, and whither they are going, 


till they plunge down among the 
flames 


And as it is a very great Judg- 
ment of God on wicked mer that 
ſo dye, ( for it cuts them off from 
all poiibility of repentance,and ſo 
falvation ) * fo it ts as great a Judg- 
ment upon thoſe that are their com- 
panions that ſurvive them. Fot by 
the manner of rhery death, they dy- 
mg ſo quietly, fo- like wg (rife 
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ehildren, as they call it, they are 
hardened, and take courage to go 
on in their courle. 

For comparing their /ife with their 
death, their ſinful curied lives with 
their chul/d-like ,, Lamb-like death, 
they think that all is well, that uo 
damnation is happened to them; 
Though they lived like Devils incar- 
nate, yet they dyed like harmleſs 
ones. There was no whirl-wind, 
no tempeſt, no band, nor plague in 
their death: Coo dyed as quietly as 
the moſt godly of them all, aud had 
as great faith and hope of ſalvation,

on as if, they had eſſurance of it. 
But as w4s their hope iu life, fo was: 
their-death : Their hope was with- 
out tryal, becauſe it was none of. 
Gods working, and their death was 
wihoub moteſtation,- becauie 10 
was the Judgment ot God coucery- 
wg them. 

But I ſay, ar this their ſurvivers 
take heart to tread their.ſteps,and to

Yea, they are bold, by ſeeing

ly of fin, for that they make it ber- 
ter than by the Word it is pronoun« 
ced to be. They ſpeak wickedly 
concerning opprethon, . that they 
commend, and cownt it a prudent 
aCt. They allo ſpeak loftily : They fet 
their month againſt tne Heavens, QC. 
Hnd they ſay, How doth God know, 
and is there knowledge im the moſt 
High ? And all this, fſo:far as I can 
ſee, ariſeth! in theirhearts from the 
beholding of the quiet andlamb-like- 
death of :their companions, 

_-y bow 
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Bebold theſe are the nnvodly that 
proſper in the world, (that is, by wie- 
ked ways) they increaſe in riches. 
This therefore is a great Judg- 
ment of: God, both wparr that mar 
that dyeth in his fms, and alſo upon 
his companion that beholdech him 
{o todye, He linneth, he dyeth in 
his ſms, and- yet dyeth quietly. 
What thall his companion ſay to 
this ? What Judgment ſhall he make 
how God will deal with him, by be- 
holding the lamb-like death of his 
companton 2? Be ſuxe, he cannot, as 
from luch a fight ſay, Wo be to me, 
for Judgment is befoxe him: He 
cannot gather, that fin is a dreadful 
and a bnter thing, by the child- 
like death of Mr. Badman.

They, to appearauce fare better by far thanl : 
Their eyes ſtand out with fatneſs, they have 
riore than heart can wiſh; But all the day 
long have I been plagued, and chaſtned every 
morning, This, I lay, made David wonder, 
yea, and 7cb and Feremiah too ; But he goeth 
mito the Sanctuary, and then he underſtands 
their end, nor could he underſtand ir before. 
T went wmto the Santtuary of God : What 
place was that ? why there where he might 
enquire of God, and by him be zefolved of 
this matter : Then, ſays he, anderſtood I their 
end, Then I faw, that thon baſt ſet them mn 


ſlippery places, and that rhow caſteſt them 


down ro deſtruction. Caſteſt them down, 
that is, ſuddenly, or as the next words ſay, 
As in a moment they are utterly con/nmed 
Tith terrors : Which terrors did not ceale 
them on their ſick-bed, for they had no 
bands in their death. The terrors therefore 
ecaſed them there, where allo they are holden 
m them for ever. This he found our, I ſay, 
but aot without great painfulneſls, _ and 
pricxing in his reins: fo deep, fo hard and 
fo difhcult did he tind it, rightly ro come to 
a determination in this matter. 

And indeed, this is a deep Judgment of God 
towards ungodly fiuners ; 1t 15 enough to ſtag-
